James Anthony Lynch, 30, of 
164 Bartlett Ave., one of the 
most competent and respected 
members of The Hagle’s news 
staff, died Saturday night at 
Pittsfield General Hospital after 
a long illness, during much of 
which he regularly covered. his 
beat. 

Born in Pittsfield, Sept. 15, 
1937, he was the son of Anthony 
J. and Lauretta King Lynch of 
this city. He was a, graduate of 
St. Joseph’s High School and of 
the College of the Holy Cross in 
1959, with a bachelor of arts de- 
gree in English. 

At St. Joseph’s, he was active 
-in class activities and had a 
number of roles in school musi- 
cals. 


Dean’s List Student 


As a dean’s list student at 
‘Holy Cross, Mr. Lynch was an 
enthusiastic contributor to two 
of his great loves, music and 
the theatre. 


He was the college organist 
for all of his four years, playing 
daily at Mass and at school cer- 
emonies, and sang for a while 
in the choir. He continued to 
use his musical talent after his 
graduation, as organist for eight 
years in St. Mary’s Church par- 
ish, in which he grew up. 

He never appeared on the 
stage in the Holy Cross Dramat- 
ic Society, but was usually one 
of the backstage workhorses in 
campus productions. His friends 
knew him to delight in the ex- 
cursions he tried to make every 
year to shows on and off Broad- 
way. 

Among his other college activ- 
ities were membership in the 
campus prelegal and_ history 
clubs and the Sodality. He was 
known for his wit, creativity 
and a highly developed sense of 
organization, and was named by 
his classmates to his junior 
prom and senior ball commit- 
tees, 


Reporter, Critic 


Mr. Lynch joined The Eagle 
immediately upon graduation 
from college, serving first as 
news reporter for radio station 
WBEC, which was then under 
ownership of this newspaper, 
and then transferring to the city 
news staff. He covered the Dis- 
trict Court, Police, Fire and 
Park departments, establishing 
"reputation for accuracy and 
fairness. He was alSo editor of 


the paper’s spring garden 


pages. 

He had a flair with words that 
was allowed widest range when 
he found the time to squeeze a 
movie or play review into his 
schedule. His colleagues looked 
forward to the few times a year 
that he decorated the entertain- 
ment page with a pithy, potent 
portrait of. what-hiad. occurred 
on stage or screen..He was as 
meticulous about his critical 
facts as he was about his police 
and fire stories, but he skillfully 
combined it all into a review 
that’ was quite often more inter- 
esting than- what was being re- 
viewed. Horror movies were his

absolute delight, and he had as 
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gleeful a time reviewing them 
as any teen-ager in the audi- 
ence. 

Not a joiner, Mr. Lynch did, 
however, accept appointment 
last year by Mayor Remo Del 
Gallo to a special commission 
called the’ Community Radio 
Watch Committee.

Pittsfield property owners are

The bargaining agent for 
Pittsfield’s 220 municipal blue- 
collar workers has for the third 
time rejected a contract offer 
made by city negotiators. 

With the rejection by Munici- 
pal Employes’ Local 861, AFL- 
clO, City Solicitor Samuel 
Landa and Personnel Director 
Lawrence J. Grizey withdrew 
the city offer. 

The two sides will attempt to 
start from scratch at a bargain- 
ing session June 14. 


Union’s Objection 


Local 861 President Zenophil 
Bleau and John Fenton, a state 
federation organizer argued that 
the city’s two-year wage offer 
was insufficient and there was 
no contract provision for a Sa- 
lary reopener after one year. In 
addition, they objected to the 
lack of a comprehensive griev- 
ance procedure. 

The city. had offered a two- 
step across; the - board increase 
to the blue- collar workers effec- 
tive immediately. Similar pacts 
were signed by the city’s police, 
fire and clerical employes. 

City Employes Local 65, 
which represents some 50 
white-collar clerical employes, | 
has petitioned the state Labor 
Relations Commission for an 
election in an attempt to dis- 
place Local 861 as bargaining 
agent for blue-collar workers. 

Local 65’s chief argument is 
that Local 861 has not been able 
to hegotiate a contract with the 
city in a year of bargaining.

The municipal blue-collar 
union and administration bar- 
gainers resumed negotiations 
yesterday, following a vote 2% 
weeks ago to reject the city’s 
contract offer. 

State president Howard Doyle 
of the Federation of State, Coun- 
ty and Municipal Workers 
attended with the federation’s 
local president, Zenophil J. 
Bleau, and Francis Powers of 
the local. 

During the meeting with City 
Solicitor Samuel Landa, Auditor 
Anthony W. Sottile and Adminis- 
trative Services Director Law- 
rence A. Grizey Jr., Local 861 
formally rejected the contract. 

While the contract contained a 
$7- to $8-a-week pay raise, it did 
not set up a grievance appara- 
tus, regulate working conditions 
or offer fringe benefits. 

It stated that the city “retains 
the exclusive right to manage 
its affairs, including, but not 
limited to, the right to deter- 
mine the methods and means by 
which its operations are to be 
carried on, to direct the work 
force and to conduct its opera- 
tions in an effective and effi- 
cient manner.” 


Union’s Demands . 


The union, however, in its 35- 
page proposal submitted almost 
a year ago had reportedly asked 
for binding: arbitration on griev- 
ances; assignments, overtime 
and promotions determined by 
seniority; improved sick leave; 
Good Friday as an 11th holiday, 
and a half-day off before Christ- 
mas and New Year’s. 


It also sought, said Bleau, 
“true” double time for holiday 
work. He said that a man called 
in for a holiday is really getting 
only straight time because, the 
city computes his holiday pay 
as half of the double time.

Preliminary Drawings 
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_ Brattlebrook F arm: apa Unfolded: 
Location of Athletic Areas Opposed

A Bennington, Vt., park plan- 
ner last night unveiled 
preliminary drawings for devel- 
opment of. Brattlebrook Farm 
and quickly ran into dissent 
over placement of athletic areas 
close to adjacent residences. . 


F. Ellwood Allen, senior part- 
ner in the Allen’ Organization, 
said ‘he. will produce final plans 
before the year’s end, incorpo- 
rating recommendations made 
during the evening at a meeting 
at Springside House. 


The meeting. was arranged by 
the Brattlebrook Farm — study 
committee, a creature of the 
private. Berkshire Natural Re- 
‘sources Council, which is under- 
writing Allen’s planning efforts 
and is paying for professional 
appraisals of the property. The 
city holds an option on approxi- 
mately 148 of the 168 acres 
under proposals that the farm 
be acquired for city park and 


| recreation uses. 


No Cost Estimates 


Allen gave no cost iinates 
on development of the property 
but said*that some of the re- 
creational activities, like swim- 
ming, golf and theatrical prod- 
uctions, can produce revenue. 
He emphasized that this meant 
more than mere self-support. 


The principal recommendation 
was that a buffer strip be 
planned behind houses on the 
north edge of Dillon Street. A, 
representative of the Dillon 
Street householders; Lawrence 
J. Carpenter, said the residents 
object in principle to public re- 
creation ‘areas just over theit 
backyard fences. 

A petition signed by the 10 
house owners on the street has 
already been submitted to the 
City Council for clearance to 
purchase a 50-foot-wide strip of 
the Brattlebrook Farm land. 
Such a purchase would enable 
each owner to extend his proper- 
ty to a depth of 150 feet. The pe- 
tition ‘is in the hands of the City 
Conservation Commission for 
comment::~ : 


Allen’s Proposals 


As far as’Allen is concerned, 
however, a‘buffer strip that will 
be part of the park will be re- 
commended in his next draw- 
ings. ‘‘It’s.up to you,” he said, 
nodding toward city officials 
who attended the meeting, “to 
decide whether the buffer will 
be part of the parkland or pri- 
vate property.”

—Creation of a picnic area in 
the woods overlooking Goodrich 
Pond and a picnic area together 
with ‘a “‘group picnic shelter’’ 
for clambakes and the like in 
the woods south of the proposed 
golf course. 

He also suggested bicycle and 
hiking trails in woods and on 
the perimeter of the property, 
and a building on the south 
shore of Goodrich Pond that can 
serve as a warming shelter for - 
ice skaters. 

Goodrich Pond, a 15-acre body 
of water, was not considered 
ideal for swimming by Allen: 
“Everybody doesn’t like to go 
swimming in the pond,” he said. 

And Francis L. Champoux, 
chairman of the study commit- 
tee, and city Public Works-Com- 
missioner John F. Daniels said 
the water supply to the pond is 
probably not sufficient to meet 
state standards for fresh-water 
bathing. Daniels added that 
some of tlie water comes from 
storm drainage off surrounding 
city streets. 

The discussion of the Dillon 
Street buffer area was halted 
when Champoux said the legal 
and practical, angles of provid- 
ing protection to the residents 
are unknown by the committee 
at present, He urged a commit- 
tee meeting within the next two 
weeks for further exploration. 

But in answer to a question 
from Carpenter, he said that the 
petition for purchase of the strip 
by’ the Dillon Street household- 
ers “is certainly not dead. It’s 
just that the City Council has 
the final say.’

To Keep Taxes a 


Donald G. Butler, 51, was 
sworn in as Pittsfield’s mayor 
yesterday and pledged an “‘all- 
out effort’ to hold the city’s tax 
rate at its current $44.80 level. 

If this proves impossible, the 

new mayor said, his efforts will 

be aimed at keeping any in- 
crease to the ‘absolute mini- 
mum.”’ 

Toward that end he‘promised 
a‘“‘long, hard look” at the feder- 
al programs introduced by the 
administration of Mayor Remo 

\ Del Gallo and a drive for ‘‘fis- 
cal responsibility.” 

“As Washington continues 
stepping up its outpouring of 
cash, state and local govern- 
ment are being caught up in the 
backwash of similar spending, 
much of which is stimulated by 
the need to match grants of dol- 
lars,” Butler told the inaugural 
audience of about 100 in the new 
City Hall Council Chamber. 


Time To Examine Course 


‘It is time we examined the 
course charted by the previous 
administration to determine if it 
is the right course,” he said. “‘If 
we find that it is not, then we 
must have the courage to 
change that course.” 

During his 20-minute address 
delivered shortly after 10 a.m. 
on New Year’s Day, Butler also 
said: 

—Urban renewal and low-cost 
housing programs must be ac- 
celerated. Resolving the ‘‘differ- 
ences of opinion” that have 
slowed and hampered these pro- 
grams will receive his “primary 
attention,” he said.

Final Okay Given Raises 


For Policemen, Firemen

The City Council in a seven- 
minute session last night gave 
final approval to raises for po- 
licemen, firemen and municipal 
clerks. 

Retroactive to April 1, the in- 
creases will cost more than 
$160,000 “for. the nine months 
they will be in effect in 1968. 


For the police and firemen, 
except for the department heads 
who get no raise, the increase 
means an 11 per cent pay boost. 

That will give a patrolman or 
fireman at maximum $143 a 
week, a jump of $15, and set the 
starting salary at $123.50 com- 
pared to $110. (It takes a rookie 
8144 years to reach maximum.) 

Sergeants and fire lieutenants 
will now get $164.50 compared 
to $148 and police lieutenants 
and fire captains will move to 
$176. They used to get $159. Po- 
lice captains and deputy fire 
chiefs move to $188 from $170. 

For the clerks, it means about 
a 6 per cent increase. This will 
give the typical clerk — the sen- 
ior clerk — a $7 raise to $94 a 
week. 


Four Clerks Promoted 


The clerks and __ protective 
forces won their raises through 
collective bargaining with the 
city. These are the first con- 
tracts ratified by the mayor and 
Council, 


In addition, the Council: 

—Formally promoted the four 
clerks in the city clerk’s office. 
His two junior clerks were des- 
ignated senior clerks and the 
two senior clerks were named 
principal clerks. 

—Set the hourly pay for cen- 
sus takers and election workers 
at $2 an hour. They had re- 
ceived $1.50. 

—Boosted the salary for ani- 
mal. inspector, a post that has 
been vacant since last year, to 
$1,500 — twice the previous pay. 

—Passed an ordinance that 
requires persons filing moon- 
lighting complaints against po- 
licemen or firemen to'do so in 
writing and to sign the com- 
plaint. This legislation was in- 
troduced last year by then 
Councilman James M.  Rich- 
many following a moonlighting 
complaint brought against a po- 
liceman. 4

. Mayor Donald G. Butler has’ 
failed as yet to sell the City 
Council his pay package for 54 
municipal employes not covered 
by collective bargaining. 

And Councilmen, like Presi- 
dent Joseph §. Scelsi and Er- 
nest G, St.’ Peter, are speculat- 
ing that the mayor won’t be 
able to put it through without 
modifications. 


Proposal Returned 


Meeting as a committee of the 
whole last night, the Council 
voted to return the salary pro- 
posal to the formal Council 
“without prejudice.’’ 

This means that when it 
comes before a regular session 
of the Council it will bear no re- 
commendation for approval or 
defeat, Unless a special session 
is ealléd, the matter won’t come 
before the Council until Septem- 
ber. 

Butler told the Council the 
raises would cost the city be- 
tween 24 cents and 25 cents on 

| the tax rate. 

That is the ‘equivalent. of 
about $68,000 for the first 12 
months. The raise would. be re- 
troactive to April 1, bringing the 
1968 cost to about $52,000. The 
money has not been budgeted 
and presumably would have to 
be drawn from the dwindling 
free cash account. 

Grizey Speaks 

During last night’s session, 
Administrative Services Direc- 
tor Lawrence A. Grizey Jr. 

;made the Butler administra- 
tion’s main presentation. 

Comparing salaries for 
“benchmark positions” here and 

| in 10 other Massachusetts cities, 

Grizey demonstrated that Pitts- 
field’s administrative pay level 
isn’t up to par, compared with 
some communities. 

Primarily for supervisory per- 
sonnel, Butler’s pay (plan in- 
cludes 14 increases between 
$2,000 and. $2,384 a year and an- 
other eight. over $1,500. It would 
boost the number of city employ- 
es receiving more than $10,000 a 
year to 26. There are now 10. 

After an hour of discussion, 
Councilman St. Peter moyed for 

/ an executive session. The Coun- 
eib met for the next hour behind 
| closed doors with Mayor Butler. 

“TI got into personalities in the 

| executive’ session,’ St. Peter 
| told reporters afterward. ‘‘I let 
| my hair down.” 

To put the salary’ proposal 
through would take approval of

Assessors—Pittsfield pays 
$8,554. Seven of the sample cit- 
ies pay more with Lawrence, 
Medford, Malden and Waltham 
all over $10,000. Butler recom- 
mends $10,088. 

Veterans’ services director — 
Pittsfield pays $8,840. Of the 10, 
Waltham at $10,169 and Everett 
at $9,300 pay more. The others 
pay less. Butler’ recommends 
$11,024. 

Tax collector—Pittsfield pays 
$9,152. All 10 pay more, with 
Medford tops at $13,016. Butler 
recommends $11,336. 

Building inspector—Pittsfield 
pays $8,268. Eight of the 10 pay 
more, with Waltham tops at 
$11,969. Butler recommends 
$10,088, 

City clerk—Pittsfield pays 
$9,152. Eight. of the cities pay 
more, with Chicopee at $13,200. 
Butler recommends $11,336. The 
present city , clerk. is also 
treasurer. In cases ‘where a 
man serves as head of two de- 
partments, he gets one quarter 
pay for the second job. The next 
clerk will not automatically also 
be treasurer. 

Police and fire chiefs—Pitts- 
field’ pays $10,712. Only Fitch- 
burg pays less, with seven pay- 
ing from $12,000 to $18,416. But- 
ler recommends $12,896. 
Employes Praised 


Some of the employes  in- 
cluded in; the proposal do a 
“fantastic job,’’ Butler said, and 
others ‘‘are worth no more than 
they’re getting.’’ But it’s the job, 
not the man, that must be eval- 
uated, Butler said. 

A few, like the commissioner 
of public works and the planning 
director, are not included in his 
plan. Butler said the © public 
works commissioner was not in- 
cluded because of his (Butler’s) 
proposal to strip the commission- 
er of responsibility for the sew- 
age-treatment plant and the gar- 
bage-disposal operation. '

Three gitls sit” waiting for 
boys. Two who’ found them 
snuggle happily. 1A group of 
teen-agers ‘ponders Life and 
picks up litter. An elderly man 
gently feeds. pigeons. A drunk 
coughs hoarsely. - 

So goes life in Park Square, a 
lesson in peaceful coexistence, 
muted by the sea of noise 
around it and only occasionally 
noticed by those who circle its 
conerete moat. — 

For those who escape to it re- 
gularly, the park provides a so- 


cial life, even a hierarchy of 


seating, as well as shade and 
relative peace. 

Under the maples that ring 
the park sit Broups of young 
people, like frogs on lily pads of 
shade. The. regulars seem to 
favor the west end. 


And on the benches that di- 
sect the green at the east end 
sit the elderly, the adults, the 
oceasional drunk. Seldom, it 
seems, do the age groups min- 
gie. 

On a recent day three girls 
carrying paperback teen-age 
novels stared forlornly at a 
nearby group of boys. “They'll 
never come over,’’ said one, 
and immediately directed her 
attention to less accessible 
males going past in cars. 

“There’s .a cool car,’ she 
said, looking into the cavity in 
the bright red metal where a 
brown-haired youth stared 
intently at the road ahead.

To Consider Pay Raises ie 


A special City Council session 
‘will be held Thursday night to 
consider’ Mayor Donald G. 
-Butler’s pay proposals’ for 
city workers, most of them. at 
the supervisory level. 
_ If the Council does not grant 
‘these -workers raises by Sept: 
30, they presumably. will not get 
one this year. ; 

State law prohibits granting 
salary. increases that are not 
‘operative for more than three 
months in the financial year” in 
which they are passed. 

Butler introduced his pay pro- 
posal in early July, ‘but so. far 
has been unable to séll it to the 
Council, which would have to

Paying of Full Insurance

The City Council's Finance 
Committee last night turned 
thumbs down on a proposal by 
more than 600 municipal employ- 
es who asked Pittsfield to pay 
the full cost of their health and 
life insurance. 

The committee did recom- 
mend a pay increase for the po- 
sition of principal planner in 
order to attract a Worcester ap- 
plicant. It also supported a $1.a 
day salary boost for school 
crossing guards and a raise for 
city election workers. 

Fire Capt.’ Richard Briggs 
argued that the city employes 
should get at least “as. good a 
deal’ on insurance as employes 
in industry. He pleaded that 
even if the city turned down a 
request to pay for the full pre- 
miums they might reasonably 
pay an additional fraction. 

The city presently pays for 
one half the premiums, 


Sottile Cites Costs 


City Auditor Anthony W. Sot- 
tile, in response to a query from 
the committee, said that the 
city is paying about $200,000 for 
premiums. If the city employes’ 
petition were granted, he said, 
it would cost the city an 
additional $200,000 for present 
and retired city personnel. . 

Councilman George A. Purnell 
Jr. told Capt. Briggs that this is 
the kind of thing his union and 
other city unions “should fight 
for as a fringe benefit.’

Delivery of 50-cent hot meals 


| in the low-cost lunch program 


for the elderly, sponsored by the 
Council for the Aging, will get 
under way in about a week, ac- 
cording to Dr. Donald C. Ex- 
ford, chairman of the CFA. 

In making this announcement 
at a City Hall meeting yester- 
day afternoon, he predicted that

The United States was char- 
acterized in one stinging .com- 
mencement address Sunday as 
a sick nation—not only because 
of the assassination of Sen. 


| Robert F. Kennedy but ‘“‘be- 


cause of what we have done to 
our black brothers in the last 
50 years.’ 

Goy. Philip H. Hoff of Ver- 
mont, the first governor to back 
Kennedy’s presidential candi- 
dacy, told graduates of Suffolk 
University in Boston that Ne- 
groes have been deprived of 
education and opportunity for 
jobs. 

Discarding his original 
speech, Hoff lashed out at ma- 
terialism. 

“The dollar has become our 
ideal,” he said. ‘‘We have 
traded off the future for the 


; present, which is not in keep- 


ing. with our tradition and 


ideals.”’ 
New Kind of Combat 


Gov. John A. Volpe of Massa- 
chusetts, speaking. at Salem 
State College, said it is time 
for Americans to join a new 
kind of combat, ‘‘an immediate 
and active combat against the 
mental attitudes and human 
passions which lead men to vio- 
lence.”’

His 
faith in the goal of a 
compassionate society and_ his 
dedication to concrete measures 
to build such a society reflected 
the kind of commitment which 
all Americans must undertake.’

“The - United States needs 
more Olympic-size artificial 
skating rinks,” Richie Wurster 
told the moré than 60 people 
who attended. the annual Winter 
Sports Committee banquet at 
the West Shore Club last night. 
Richie and his brother, John, 
members of the 1968 U.S. Olym- 
pie speed skating team, were 
guests of honor. 
“Both men are nationally re- 
cognized skaters and have skat- 
ed in local meets for many 
years. John has twice won The 
Berkshire Eagle’s Outstanding 
Skater Award. Richie, a sports- 
writer for the Ballston Spa, 
(N.Y.) Journal, was designated 
as “the speaker of the family.” 
Richie has missed two Christ- 
mases at home because he was 
practicing on the Olympic rink 
in Milwaukee, Wis., which was 
built two years ago. ‘‘We-need 
one in the East,’’ he said. ‘‘You 
can start skating in November. 
I spent three months in Milwau- 
kee before going to Europe for 
the Olympics. 
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made the difference. American 
speed skaters won five Olympic 
medals. We did the best in 
sports for the United States. 
Holland won nine .medals, we 
were second. 

“Why, in Moscow alone, there 
are 17 artificial rinks,” he said. 


Richie Breaks Record 


John was fifth in the 500 
meter in the Olympics and Ri- 
chie was 19th in the 1,500-meter 
and broke a previous. Olympic 
record. “It didn’t do me much 
good,’ he laughed, ‘eighteen 
other skaters broke it too.”’ 

Wurster was pleased to see so 
many Americans attending the 
Olympies at Grenoble, France. 
“Phere were so many American 
officials there I was wondering 
who was serving at American 
meets,’’ he said. 

Richie complimented the 
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ze Rinks 
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sports committee for its promo- 


tion of local meets. “Pittsfield 
is one of the few places in the 
East where both indoor and out- 
door meets are held.” 


Wurster said that all Euro- 
peans are in much better condi- 
tion than Americans; that he 
didn’t like.

Richie Wurster’ of . Ballston 
Spa, N.Y., a-‘member of the 1968 
U.S: Olympic speed-skating 
team, will give’a demonstration 
of Olympic-style ‘skating at the 
Pittsfield indoor speed skating 
championships Sunday at the 
Boys’ Club rink. The races. will 
start at.

Richie, ‘who’ is 25, returned 
this week from Europe after 
competing in the Olympics in 
Grenoble, the men’s world 
championships in Sweden and 
several other European events. 
He had not been chosen original- 
ly for the Olympics but, after 
reviewing his records, U.S. offi- 
cials put him-on the team. 


Wurster competed 
1,500-meter event in Grenoble, 
where he finished 19th and be- 
came one of 20 mén who broke 
the 1964 record. He was, one of 
two men who represented the 
United States in the world’s 
championships, He-raced in the 
500, 1,500 and 5,000 and finished 
23rd in over-all scoring. He also 
represented this country in the 
world’s competition in Norway 
in 1965, where he placed 15th in 
the 500-meter. 

Other records held by Wurster 
are the five-mile on a six-lap 
track, the two-mile on’ a 400- 
meter track, and the American 
record in the 3,000 meter. He is 
tied with Bill’ Lanigan of New 
York in the 1,500 meter. Richie 
won the national outdoor cham- 
pionships in 1965 and 1966, to be- 
come the second man to achieve 
this feat.
